ASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—The 
Entente reply to Presiden t 
Wilson's peace note is re- 
garded in all quarters here as put- 
ting an early peace practically’ out 
of the question, but still leaving an 
open door for the President to make 
further efforts. 
The official view on first consider- 
ation is that it constitutes a com- 
plete answer to the President's note. 
German diplomats regard the re- 
ply as even more severe than they 
expected.

BOY DESCRIBES 
HIS BEATING. 


Promised to Become Slave of 
Thaw for Four Years, 


Then had to Kiss the Toe of 
the Former Lunatic. 


Gump Tells How He Escaped 
from His Apartments. 


(SY DIRECT WIRE—EXCLASIVE DISPATCH. } 

KANSAS CITY (Mo.) Jan. 11.— 
The story of the treatment to which 
Frederick Gump says he was sub- 
jected by Harry K. Thaw was made 
public for the first time today by 
Dr. W. F. Kuhn, one of the phys!- 
clans who examined the boy when 
he returned to Kansas City after es- 
caping from Thaw. A mass of long, 
deep welts on his back and body 
bear out his statement of the brutal 
fogging he received. 

Thaw, armed with two whips, one 
of which was knotted, lashed him 
for more than an hour, the boy said, 
while he fought with him. Finally, 
weak and exhausted, the says, 
he fell to the floor and pleaded for 
mercy. Not until] then did Thaw re- 
lent. He made the boy, according 
to Gump's story, kneel on the floor 
and kiss his toes, hands, cheeks and 
lips, forcing him to repeat after 
him: “I am your slave for four 
years. You are my master. T will 
obey your orders.” At breakfast 
the next morning, Thaw, with the 
always at hand, 
forced the lad to kneel by his side 
while he fed him with his hands. 
After each mouthfyl the boy was 
made to say: “Thank you, master.” 

STORY OF LASHING. 


“Thaw asked me if I wanted to 
take a bath before retiring, and I 
told him I d@id,”’ declared the boy, 
in describing his experiences. “| 
went into the bathroom and Thaw 
opened the door twice while I was 
bathing and looked in. Then he 
handed me a bathrobe. As I reached 
for it he grasped my wrists and 
pulled me into the bedroom. He 
had two whips in his hand. One 
was long, the other was short. 
One was knotted. Without a word 
he began lashing me acroés the bare 
shoulders. He struck me three 
times and then when he stopped to 
change the whip I sprang at him. 

“For nearly an hour I fought des- 
perately to overpower him and es- 
cape the terrible beating, but I was 
not strong enough. He continued 
to beat mé, always etriking three 
blows with one whip and then 
changing the whip and striking 
three more. 

“I screamed. but it was useless, 
for no one could hear me. I con- 
tinued to fight. but finally my 
strength began to fail aff] after an 
hour or so I fell to the floor and 
pleaded with him to stop. Not un- 
til then did he speak, and his first 
words were: ‘Not until you are my 
slave.” 

“Finally I law down on the floor, 
too weak to offer any more resis- 
tance, and Thaw ceased whipping 
me and asked. ‘Are you my slave 
now?’ I screamed: ‘Yes, yes,” and 
he seemed satisfied for the time be- 
ing. Then I must have lost con- 
eclousness, for the next I remember 
is that Thaw had undressed and 
standing over me with the 
knotted whip as if to strike 
again. 

“He sat down In a chair. made 
me get up and t he threw me 
over his lap and began lashing me 
across the hips and legs. I was 
too weak to fight him and could 
only scream for mercy, but it did no 
good. He would strike me three 
times and then ask: ‘Are you my 
slave, you will sibmit to me, won't 
you?’ J would anewer: “Yes,” but he 
would strike me again three times 
and ask the same question. 

KISSED HIS TOES. 

“After several minutes of this 
torture he let me slip to the floor 
and then stood over me with the 
whip and ordered me to kiss his 
toes. I hesitated. He raised the 
whip and struck me. The pain was 
intense now and I had to do as he 
ordered. I kissed his toes and feet 
and finally hig mouth an cheeks. 
All the time he forced me to gay. 
over and over again: ‘I am your 
slave. You are my master. I will 
do as you say.” Then I had to 
knee! and kies the tips of his fingers. 

“Finally he mae me get in bed 
and after he had fallen to sleep I 
tried to escape, but the door was 
locked. I remained awake then for 
the remainder of the night, fearing 
that he would awake and beat me 
again. 

“When morning came he arose 
and got the whip, but I implored 
him not to use it again. He asked 
me if I was willing to be his slave 
for four years. told him I was 
‘Very well,’ he 4. ‘For the next 
four years yoy are my slave and I 
am your master. After that you 
can have your freedom. But until 
then you must do as I say.’ 

“He warned me that if I diso- 
beyed him he would beat me again. 
Then he put the whip away and or- 
dered breakfast. A woman, whom

TRIES TO KILL HIMSELF BUT 
WILL LIVE, SAY DOCTORS. 


Police of Virtually Every City in 
the East Looking for Pittsburgh- 
er When He is Discovered Un- 
conscious in Philadelphia Board- 
ing-house.

PHILADELPHIA, Jan. 11.—Har- 
ry Kendall Thaw, under indictment 
in New York, together with two so- 
called bodyguards, for an alleged at- 
tack on Frederick Gump, Jr., a 19- 
year-old high school boy of Kansas 
City, tn a New York hotel last 


Christmas, attempted suicide in a 
house at No. 5260 Walnut street, 
West Philadelphia, today, while the 


police of virtually every city in the 
East were searching for him as a 
fugitive from justice. 

Thaw's attempt at self-destruction 
was a sensational climax to a hunt 
which began here on Tuesday, fol- 
lowing the announcement by Dist.- 
Atty. Swann of New York of the 
latest episode in the erratic career 
of the wealthy Pittsburgher, which 
reached its zenith in the killing of 
Stanford White at Madison Square 
Roof Garden, and later when he 
escaped from Matteawan Asylum. 

PLANNED TO SURRENDER. 

Through counsel in Pittsburgh and 
New York Thaw had arrangements 
with a private detective in this city, 
acting for the Thaw interests in 
Pittsburgh, to surrender himself to- 
night to Dist.-Atty. Swann in New 
York, after preliminary matters had 
been formally undertaken with local 
authorities. 

He had agreed, according to Sam- 
uel G. Maloney, representing a pri- 
vate detective agency in this city, to 
return to New York and go through 
with the ordeal of another trial 
“rather than let the police catch 
him and treat him like an ordinary 


prisoner 
Thaw regarded the “Gump 
charges,” on which three indict- 


ments charging him with kidnaping 
and assault, as an attempt to biack- 
mail him, the detective said. 

USED A RAZOR. 


Thaw gashed himself with a razor 
belonging to the husband of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Tacot, in whose home he 
was known as “Mr. West.” He had 
been there since last Tuesday, when 
news of the indictments and the tis- 
suance of a bench warrant in New 
York became known. He slashed 
his throat twice, which required thir- 
ty stitches to close, and also hacked 
the artery of his left wrist. Had the 
wound in his neck been one-eighth 
of an inch deeper he could not have 
lived, according to phystcians. Sev- 
eral poison tablets were found in 
Thaw's pocket. 

Tonight Thaw was reported rest 
ing easy in a hospital and physicians 
said he probably would recover fully 
within a week or two. 

Thaw was unconscious when dis- 
covered by Mrs. Tacot with a 
blood-stained razor en the floor be- 
side his bed. He remained in that 
condition until his arrival at the hos- 
pital. 
WOUNDS NOT SERIOUS. 

Some time later Detective Lieu- 
tenant Wood, assured by the hospi- 
tal physicians that his condition was 
not serious enough to necessitate an 
ante-mortem statement, approached 
his beside and remarked: “You are 
not going to die, Harry, but never- 
theless there may be something 
which you may now Want to tell us. 
Will you do so?” 

The patient slowly shook his head. 

“I have nothing to say,” he said 
feebly, and closed his eyes. 

Two detectives were placed on 
guard at the patient's bedside and 
Tate, at detective headquar- 
ers, began arrangdéments for his 
extradition to New York as soon as 
his condition will permit his removal 
from the hospital.

BONAR LAW RECOMMENDS 
NEW BRITISH WAR LOAN. 


in Present Year. 


Chancellor of Exchequer Discusses Financial Aspect of 
Plan and Hints at Forced Levy if it Does not Succeed. 
Lloyd George Predicts Ultimate Victory for the Allies 


ONDON, Jan. 11.-—-The new 
L. British loan was launched at a 
great mass meeting at Guild 
Hall today, when the Premier, Da- 
vid Lloyd George, supplemented his 
appeal for subscriptions with a brief 
and confident review of the war sit- 
uation, and Andrew Bonar Law, 
Chancellor of the Exchequer, dis- 
cussed the financial end of the plan. 
Tremendous enthusiasm was dis- 
played by the audlence. Support- 
ing the principal speakers was an 
enormous assemblage of statesmen 
and commercial and financial lead- 
ers. 

It was the Prime Minister's first 
public engagement since he took his 
present office, and, as he had just 
returned from the. Rome confer- 
ence, curiosity to hear his speech 
outweighed even that to learn the 
terms of the new loan, which is 
commonly called the “win-the-war 


loan.” 

% Bonar Law explained the new 
loan, which briefly gives the option 
of a 5 per cent. taxable loan at 95 
or a tax compounded Idan at 4 per 
cent. at par, which apparently is 
only Hable to a su Bot 
loans will be free of income tax if 
held ovtaide the United Kingdom. 


KEYNOTE OF MEETING. 


The keynote of the meeting was 
to be found in a phrase used by Mr. 
Bonar Law, “Will it ever be said 
that this country is willing to give 
its sons, but not its money?” 

This was greeted with re-echoing 
cheers, but a still greater reception 
awaited Mr. Lioyd George, whose 
report of the great confidence in 
ultimate victory felt at the Rome 
conference aroused a storm of 
cheers, as did’ also We declaration 
that with proper support the En- 
tente armies would cleave a road to 
victory during 1917, an@ that the 
Allies had made clear in their re- 
plies to Germany and the United 
States that war was preferable to 
Prussian domination over Europe. 

Tt is believed the Premier's ap- 
peal is not likely to fall on deaf 
ears after the plain hint from Mr. 
Bonar Law of a forced loan should 
this loan not attain its object. 

The Chancellor said 6 per cent. 
would be paid on application and 
the balance in equal proportions. 
The last payment would be on 
May 30. 

The government, the Chancellor 
added, was giving. an option of a 
tax-free loan at the rate of 4 per 
cent., issued at par, to be redeem- 
able at the option of the State at 
the end of twelve years.

FOR OTHER METHODS. 


Mr. Bonar Law said that if tile 
loan should fail—and it would not, 
he declared—there were other meth- 
ods which could be applied and the 
rate then would not be 6% per cent. 

The military position, the Chancel- 
lor sald, did not represent the true 
position of affairs. The great German 
military machine, he declared, was 
resting on an internal foundation 
which was “crumbling irresistibly be- 
fore our eyes.” 

In his announcement on the war 
loan, Mr. Bonar Law said that in- 
vestment in the loan would be on 
better terms than would be offered 
in the future. 

There was a limit to the rate of tn- 
terest the government would pay for 
money, he declared, and so far as 
he could forecast the future, «a 
higher rate of interést than the pres- 
ent would not be paid. 


OUTLINES TERMS. 


Mr. Bonar Law outlined the terms 
as had been forecast. The bulk of 
the issue will be & per cent. bonds 
sold at 95, thus yielding approxi- 
mately 6% per cent. There will also 
be 4 per cent. bonds free of income 
tax to be sold at par. 

The sinking fund provision out- 
lined was the most striking innova- 
tion in connection with the new loan. 
This is the first time a British loan 
has been issued with a sinking fund 
provision. The government agrees 
to set aside monthly one-eighth of 
one per cent. of the total amount of 
issue. This sum, representing an 
annual sinking fund appropriation 
of 1% per cent., will be allowed to 
accumulate until £10,000,000 is in 
hand, which will then be used for 
purchasing bonds in the open mar- 
ket whenever they fall below the 
issue price. 

“This loan is a good investment 
now.” said Mr. Bonar Law. “It will 
be better after the war. I don’t 
know a nation that will dare touch 
us after this war. They had forgot- 
ten what we were like in the old 
days, but it will take them a long 
time to forget this lesson. Before 
the war began we hag many_short- 
comings in business’ and industry. 
The war is setting things right in a 
marvelous way. Our factories are 
scrapping old machinery, discarding 
old, slipshod methods and discon- 
tinuing hampering customs. I don't 
know what the national debt will be 
at the end of the war, but I venture 
the prediction that whatever is ad- 
ded will be a real asset to the 
riches of the nation.”

WASHINGTON, Jan. 11.—Freez- 
Ing winds sweeping about the White 
House grounds today played such 
havoc with the suffragist “silent 
sentinels” on guard at the maip 
gates that President Wilson was 
moved to send a messenger to invite 
the women in to get warm. The in- 
vitation was not accepted and at the

This was the second day of the 
union's pew campaign to force its 
cause upon the President's attention, 
which it is planned to continue un- 
til March 4. The twelve “sentinels” 
with their banners demanding to 
know what the President will do for 
suffrage, marched to their posts this 
morning in military style. The ban- 
ners stayed all day but at times they 
were standing unsupported against 
the iron fence.

Prohibitio 


Noted British Columbian is 


Visitor Here. 


Former Prime Minister Makes 
War Prophecy. 


The civilians of British Columbia 
gave prohibition a. majority of 6000 
votes under the presumption that 
they were following the plan adopt- 
ed in Europe of curtailing liquor 
consumption. When the ballots of 
the soldiers in the trenches with 
the Columbia contingent arrived 
home, the majority was reduced to 


only about 1000, nearly every sol-. 


dier voting against the measure, ac- 
cording to W. J. Bowser, for two 
terms Premier of Southwestern 
Canada and nine years previous to 
that time Attorney-General under 
Sir Richard McBride, his predeces- 
sor 


Accompanied by Mrs. Bowser, the 
former Prime Minister of British 
Columbia is registered at the Alex- 
andria for a sojourn of about a 
month in Southern California. “Our 
soldiers evidently do not think much 
of prohibition and from what I have 
heard from the trenches, they are 
allowed their regular liquor if they 
want it,” he stated. 

“Lack of shipping facilities and 
depletion of the vessels of the world 
by the submarine warfare has been 
almost disastrous to Western Can- 
ada. Impossibility of shipping our 
products because ships are# not 
available has curtailed prosperity. 
In Eastern Canada this is not true. 
The manufacture of munitions and 
the furnishing of supplies there has 
brought a wealth of gold, similar to 
that found in America.”

train their armies and recruit them 
to highest numbers. Germany and 
her allies are finding it impossible 
to keep their armies up in numbers, 
which accounts for their cry for 
peace. It's a war to the finish now 
and the end will probably come 
sooner than many of us expect.” 

The distinguished visitor «feds 
sanguine not only as to the outcome 
of the present war, but also as to 
the prosperity that will follow. He 
marvels at the growth of Los An- 
geles, which he visited six years ago 
the last time. 


BOTH SHOW INCREASES. 


Imports increased from $642,477 
in December, 1915, to $985,560 in 
December, 1916, and exports from 
$285,488 to $529,924, according to 
the monthly report of the Collector 
of Customs, which was issued yes- 
terday. The collections, while in 
advance of those of a year ago, do 
not show so large an increase, being
